Some of those present thought 
they heard the sound of a mock- 
ingbird somewhere in the room, 
but perhaps they were mistaken. 

In Jim Farley’s. book, “Behind 
the Ballots,” there are traced in 
considerable detail the events 
which led to the abolishment of 
the two-thirds rule by the Demo- 
cratic party in 1936. 


Two Farley quotes will do: 


“T think (in 1932) every man 
at the meeting felt that the time 
had come for the Democfatic 
party to get rid of the undemo- 
cratic two-thirds rule which had 
grown into a kind of monster, 
blocking the path of party suc- 
cess and causing bitter deadlocks 
that ended in disaster for every- 
one.” 


The rule might have been abol- 
ished that year, but wise leaders 
succeeded in having the party 
drop it, since the proposal to 
change the rules had come “after 
the game had begun.” It was 
eliminated by the convention of 
1936. Of that decision Farley 
wrote: 


“The obnoxious two-thirds 
nominating rule, by means of 
which the party had on so many 
eccasions in the past strangled it- 
self into suicide, was finally 
abandoned after more than a 
century of existence.” 

The Republican party had gone 
along from the beginning on a 
simple majority rule—nominat- 
ing the man who received the 
most votes. The two-thirds rule 
had been written into the Demo- 
cratic party in 1831 by the South- 
ern states, which declared they 
needed it to prevent the free 
states of the West and North 
from being able to nominate an 
anti-slavery candidate. From 
that time until 1936, no Demo- 
erat could be nominated without 


a vote of two-thirds of the dele- | 


gates. 


History 


Efforts were aimed to abolish it 
as early as 1840. Stephen Doug- 
las was its persistent foe. In 
1856, to prove his sincerity, he 
withdrew from the race even 
though he had enough votes to 
prevent James Buchanan from 
obtaining the then necessary 
two-thirds. Buchanan had a ma- 
jority of the votes. 


In 1924, Al Smith and William 
Gibbs McAdoo held onto their 
delegates for 102 ballots. That 
long session at Madison Square 
Garden, where hot days dragged 
on and the party lost strength 
and national confidence, usually is 
considered a test of the wets and 
drys. McAdoo had the dry sup- 
port. Yet, the truth is that Mc- 
Adoo must bear the responsibility 
for wrecking the Democratic 
party’s chances to defeat the Re- 
publicans, smeared as they were 
by the ghastly crimes and corrup- 
tions of the Harding administra- 
tion. But, McAdoo went whole 
hog for expediency and was rid- 
ing any horse that came along. 
He privately accepted the Ku 
Klux Klan support. Although he 
was Woodrow Wilson’s son-in- 
law, he traded away any support 
of the League of Nations be- 
cause he believed it might hurt 
him. It was this unprincipled 
political expediency which made 
it impossible for most men of 
principle to support him. On 
the 103rd ballot, a compromise 
nominated John W. Davis, an 
able man but a Wall Street law- 
er. 
As a vice presidential candi- 
date, the frustrated convention 
chose Charles Bryan, brother of 
the onetime Great Commoner. 
The 1924 convention was Wil- 
liam J. Bryan’s last. He was 
often, and he, too, went 

all the way for expediency. 

It was that convention which 
chiefly inspired the determina- 
tion to abolish the two-thirds 
rule. In 1928, some of the South- 
ern states unworthily refused to 
follow Al Smith, and this led to 
a further revulsion against the 
rule, which was by then sup- 
ported only by the Southern 
states.

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Let Moscow Show Her Hand 


All the world hopes along with United 
Nations Secretary-General Irygve Lie that 
the Russian cease-fire proposal offers a 
real basis for a settlement in Korea. 


And though skepticism is mounting in 
this and other countries, it is necessary 
that the UN exhaust every possibility of 
achieving an armistice. That Secretary- 
General Lie seems determined to do. He 
properly has called a special meeting of the 
General Assembly for today to consider 
the cease-fire suggestion Russia’s Jacob 
Malik appended to a bitter tirade against 
the West last Saturday. 


That is the function of the UN. Let 
nothing be left undone which might bring 
about peace. 


But, at the same time, whatever basis 
there was for optimism rapidly is dimin- 
ishing. Jn this country the skepticism 
ranges from the carefully worded caution 
of the State Denartment to Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway’s flat assertion: “I want an 
ironclad agreement. I’m not willing to 
take a bill of goods.” 


Past experience with Communist trick- 
ery and double-dealing is causing this 
and other democratic countries to demand 
evidence of good faith. So far it has not 
been forthcoming. In fact, there are indi- 


cations that all is not well with the cease- 
fire proposal and there is evidence to sup- 
port the contention of some in the State 
Department that the Communists are aim- 
ing at gaining a military advantage. 

‘Already the proposal is taking on the 
familiar pattern of Communist “peace” of- 
fers. Mr. Malik’s proposal sounded gen- 
erous indeed. It was simply a call for 
cease-fire negotiations and an armistice 
providing mutual withdrawal of troops 
from the 38th parallel. He did not go into 
any other questions that heretofare have 
prevented a settlement. It was a plan to 
which this country could heartily sub- 
scribe. : 

But Communist China already has 
added conditions. 
come, the Chinese say, in effect, provided 
certain conditions are met. Two of these 
conditions — withdrawal of all foreign 
troops from Korea and letting the Korean 
people settle the question themselves— 
already have been broadcast. If the usual 
course is followed there will be many more 
such unacceptable demands. 

These facts plus past experience tem- 
per the hope that a settlement can be 
reached. But nevertheless the UN is acting 
with commendable speed to force Moscow 
to show her hand. 


Now, Let's Get Down to Business! 


The MacArthur 
ended. 


In many respects the hearings have ac- 
complished much but the good is at least 
in part offset by the harm of making pub- 
lic the thinking of the country’s highest 
militaty authorities on the strategy for 
dealing with communism. 


On the debit side is the fact the hear- 
ings made clear to the Soviet Union this 
_country’s firm determination to resist fur- 
ther aggression. Moscow, perusing the 
thousands of pages of testimony avidly, 
will find much materia} of value—and per- 
haps some of considerable military signifi- 
cance. But the masters of the Kremlin 
will find no indication anywhere in the 
text of the great debate that this country 
will shrink from its responsibility to its 
own people and the free world. 


There is: little doubt that the hearings 


inquiry has, at last, 


€trengthen, our own policies. 


have served and perhaps 
At any rate, 
the administration appears to be proceed- 
ing in a more confident manner as a result. 
Still, it is doubtful that the Republicans 
and other critics of administration foreign 
policy will be able to turn the inquiry to 
political advantage. More and more, as the 
hearings progressed it became obvious that 
the dispute centered on the military vs. the 
political view. Our fatal error in the past 
two world wars was to consider only the 
military factors. But wars are fought for 
political purposes and the sooner we learn 
that—a fact the British and the Europeans 
long since have learned from experience— 
the more intelligently can we direct our 
efforts against the ambitions of the Com- 
munist rulers. 
The MacArthur hearings have served 
their purpose. Now let’s get on with the 
business of defeating aggression.

The South and the National Party 


Sen. Harry Byrd pulled out all the 
stops in his Jackson Day address here at- 
tacking the Truman administration’s po- 
litical methods and financial irrespon- 
sibility. 


It is a criticism with which many Geor-. 


gians and Southerners agree. 


The Virginia Democrat, a long-time ad- 
vocate of less federal spending and power, 
labeled the Truman administration “waste- 
ful, gypocritical and dictatorial.” He de- 
cried the “moral deterioration” in govern- 
ment and declared that if a commission is 
necessary, as has been suggested, to pre- 
vent corruption then indeed has “our form 
of government been crucified on the Fair 
Deal cross.” 


It is a fact that the federal budget has 
been balanced only once since 1933, -and 
that during the period when Republicans 
were in control of Congress. Federal 
spending is rising at a frightening rate in 
the domestic, nonmilitary functions of the 
government. There are more federal em- 
ploves now than since the 1945 wartime 
peak and approximately 1,500 a day are 
being added to the payroll. 


Neither Senator Byrd nor any other 
sane person would jeopardize the national 
safety by attempting to cut willy-nilly into 
military 


spending. The senator rightly 


favors what he terms an “impregnable” 
national defense structure of a mighty 
Army, Navy, and Air Force and expanded 
Marine Corps. But nonmilitary spending 
has risen from $3,600,000,000 in 1946 to 
$9,800,000,000 proposed by the President 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1. It is 
here that Senator Byrd, along with Geor- 
gia’s Senator George and others, sees am- 
ple room for cuts. 

Yet, with all his criticism of the present 
administration, Senator Byrd does not ad- 
vocate the South’s withdrawal from the 
national Democratic Party. If any with- 
drawal is implied it would be only as a 
last resort. 

The solution, the senator believes—and 
here again a great many in the South will 
agree heartily—is a stronger Southern 
voice in the affairs of the national party. 
He would restore the South’s declining in- 
fluence in party councils by an unbreak- 
able coalition of Southern delegates and 
political leaders, forcing adoption of a 
platform in keeping with the more con- 
servative thinking of the South. 

There are many who certainly will not 
go all the way with the thinking of Sen- 
ator Byrd. But his course certainly is 
preferable to the expedient hypocrisy of a 
splinter party’ such as was, and is, the 
Dixiecrat movement.

It is to be hoped that the law enforcement 
agencies of Chattooga County and of the State 
of Georgia will vindicate the good name of our 
state by »nunishing those who killed Miss Mollie 
Tucker at Berryton, because she wanted to work 
at the job of her choosing. 

Georgia has a law that guarantees the right 
of a citizen to work at the job of his, or her, 
choice, without being required to join or not to 
join a labor union as a condition of employment.

Memories of Franklin 


The Editors: Recently Mr. McGill had a col- 
umn about.the Battle of Franklin, and I have 
a bit to add to it. A few days before the battle 
General Schofield, with his staff, rode into Pu- 
laski, Tenn., and commandeered my aunt’s home 
for headquarters. My mother was in her early 
teens and living with my aunt, Mrs. Elihu Ed- 
mondson, in order to go to school. That night 
a number of Yankee officers came in and a coun- 
cil of war was held around the large dining room 
table. My mother stood on the stairway and 
could see the group through the transom. She 
Saw maps spread out and heard the words 
“Franklin” and “Hood.” 

The next morning when she came downstairs 
she found most of the soldiers gone, but met 
the general in, the hall. He stopped her to say 
good-by and to send a message of thanks to 
my aunt for her enforced hospitality. My 
mother said he, General Schofield, was a very 
handsome, charming man. She asked him where 
he was going and he laughed and said, “Oh, 
just up the road a piece, Sissy,” and she very 
pertly replied, “I know where you are going, 
and I hope General Hood will catch you before 
you get there.”

Ethics Should 
Begin at Home 


WASHINGTON—It has taken someone like 
former Secretary of Interior Harold L. Ickes, 
better known as the “Old Curmudgeon,” to give 

a true perspective to the agitation in Congress for a code of ethics 
which would be applicable to workers in the government service. 

Proposals for setting up such a code are the outgrowth of re- 
cent investigations by the Fulbright committee and others, which 
tended to put the RFC, giant government lending agency, in a bad 
Sen. Paul Douglas, Democrat of Illinois, is one of the 
leaders behind the movement. A special Senate subcommittee 
is now considering the subject. 


Invited to appear before the committee, Mr. Ickes, now 77 but 
still as caustic as ever, said Congress should take a long look 


at itself first if it really wants to end the “miasmic moral level 
in government.” 


Clean House It is all right, he agreed, for a code of ethics 

: to be provided for the federal service; he 
found that to be “highly desirable.” But he thought Congress 
should clean its own house before attempting to set itself up as 
the judge of other people’s morality. 


“As a matter of fact,” he charged, “Congress is largely re- 
sponsible for the hate and suspicion that permeates the air of 
America today. ...I1 have never been aware of such a miasmic 
moral climate as exists today. ... It would almost’seem that the 
principal issue between the great political parties is who saw the 
most Communists the ‘soonest.” 


He reminded that “wild rumors, on the flimsiest of pretexts 
are often made on the floor of Congress.” The Old Curmudgeon 
did not say so, but what he was referring to was obviously such 

rformances. as those put on by Sen. Joe McCarthy, who made 
all kinds of irresponsible charges about Communists in the State 
Department without ever — up his charges with any degree 
of evidence. 


During the long years Mr. Ickes served as head of the Interior 
Department (1933 to 1946) he was constantly on the congressional 
griddle. Consequently he found it a “rare occasion” now to be 
able to belabor Congress on the issue of morality after years of 
congressional attacks on “bureaucrats.” His comments ran the 
full gamut of congressionl weaknesses, and he seemed to delight 
in reversing the tables. Senator Douglas told him with a smile: 
“Go ahead with your castigation of the legislative branch.” 


But Ickes had some telling points. Congress 
Good Points likes to act in the role of critic, but does little 
to reform itself. He could have been specific and mentioned 
that three members of Congress have been panned in recent 
years for offenses against public morality. , 


He reserved his choicest shafts, however, for members of Con- 
gress who use congressional immunity to make “reckless charges 

. without a scintilla of proof.” One of the things he chal- 
lenged was the propriety of permitting former members of Con- 
gress who have become lobbyists the right to have access to the 
floors of the House and Senate. Nor should members participate 
in legislation in which they have a personal stake, any more than 
judges should, he said. 


After Congress has cleaned up its own slate, he sees no ob- 
jection to seeking a code of federal ethics. But: “Let no one 
within the halls of Congress ... . unduly slur the overwhelming 
mass of honest and faithful employes . .. simply because there 
has been a slipping of a few feet.” 


The Old Curmudgeon was on the beam, as air pilots say. He 
has put the agitation for a code of morals in a truer light.

Z NEW YORK—The Supreme Court, packed with adherents of the regime which 
q embraced our enemy, nevertheless has mustered the loyalty to admit that the 
: Communist Party is a criminal conspiracy to teach and advocate the overthrow 


of our’ nation by “force and violence.” 
Every party to a conspiracy is guilty of the crimes of all the others. 


A conspiracy is a criminal partnership. 
Persons 


who do not actively join the conspirators, but knowingly aid and abet them in 
any phase of their criminal conduct are subject to punishment. The late Dr. 
Mudd of Maryland, who gave professional service to John Wilkes Booth after Booth had shot Abra- 
ham Lincoln, thus helping him to escape briefly, was sent to a moated Caribbean prison for this. 
There are literally thousands of prominent New Dealers who, by this precedent, are guilty of criminal - 


connivance with the. criminal conspirators of the 
Communist Party in the United States and should 
be stripped of their spurious honors, formally 
repudiated by the nation and sent to prison. 


Mudd did no harm. He did not known Lin- 
coln had been shot. He was bound by an. oath 
having the highest official recognition and by 
the purest ethics to do as he did. 


No political agent of the guilty political 
party which “recognized” Soviet Russia in 
the face of many formal commitments of the 
Soviet government to destroy this govern- 
ment, can plead any such justification as Dr. 
Mudd could. 


A time is not quite in sight but is just over 
the hill when the people of the United States 
will be of a temper to endorse the death penalty 
for all active members of the conspiracy and 
some flagrant accomplices without requiring tech- 
nical proof of such acts of individual treason as 
were proved in the Rosenberg cases. 


The majority opinion, written by Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson, repudiates a previous judgment of 
the same whimiscal court written in the first 
Harry Bridges case. That viciots writ was 
done at a time when it vas politically stylish 
and socially. chic in the gaudy stews of Wash- 
ington to propound as law the cynical paradox. 
It held that Bridges was not necessarily guilty 
of aiding and abetting the Communist conspifacy 
against this nation merely because he had co- 
operated with the traitors up to a point short of 
their goal of success. The fact that they co-op- 
erated with him was beside the point. 


Co-operation, in the very meaning of the 
word, is mutual and the mutuality, indeed the 
integrity, of the efforts of Bridges and the Com- 
munist Party have since been admitted in the 
second decision of the same case, which has now 
condemned him to deportation as a Communist. 
Being adjudged a Communist by the same court 
which, on the same facts, previously held that 
he was no such thing, Bridges now becomes an 
enemy of this ‘nation and is ordered out. 


Affirming the obvious correctness of the, con- 
viction of the infamous 11 traitors who were 
tried in New York, the court now holds that the 
phrase “clear and present danger” does not for- 
bid the government to act in its own defense to 
prevent the success ef the conspiracy. * 


What court would hold the conspirators 
innocent because timely action had thwarted 
them? Such timely action does not dissolve 
the criminal conspiracy nor is the guilt of 
the conspirators diminished. 


Plainly, every member of the Communist 
Party is equally guilty and the fumbling, timid, 
inching conduct of the Department of Justice 
in prosecuting the leaders of the plot in little 
batches only indicts the regime of which it is 
an heir. That: regime knew as well as the Su- 
preme Court knows today that Soviet Russia was 
an avowed enemy and that all Communists were 
conspirators.

Don't go away discouraged... 
that bustle and bulge may really 
be caused by out-of-kilter pos- 
ture. When.the upper back 
tends to round out, the lower 
back sinks in, then hips jut out.

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Baby Learns 
Not To Touch 


At Later Date 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


| The hands of Man are quite 
_ wonderful. They set him apart 
_ from the lower animals, even 
_ the highest of the lower animals. 
Incidentally, what especially aids 
| in man’s great manual dexterity 
| is the “opposition of the thumb.” 


And why do I mention such 
a fact here? Because we have 
been talking about those beau- 
_ tiful, sensitive things: a baby’s 
| hands; and logically his sense 
_ of touch, his desire and his need 
| to experience objects through 
that one of the five senses lo- 
cated in his fingers: the sense 
| of touch. 


We said that the baby’s 
normal craving to touch must 
be satisfied, not denied. To say, 
when he is first beginning to 
use his hands, “Don’t touch” at 
every. sign of this kind of ex- 
perimentation is like holding a 
cupful of water just beyond the 
reach of a thirsty man. 

The baby must be allowed to 

feel of or to actually handle 
many objects around the house, 
besides his own playthings, as 
contributing toward his growth 
and development. It is only after 
he knows just how many visual 
articles feel that he will be con- 
tent merely to look at them. In 
other words, after he has been 
allowed to’ touch, he can learn 
not to touch. 
| And now here are some prac- 
_ tical ways of managing a child 
| during the “touching age.” 
It is only sensible and fair to 
_ put precious or fragile things 
_ out of the baby’s reach. If some 
of these objects have a special 
appeal for him, like a Persian 
pottery pony, hold it low and 
let him feel it all over to satisfy 
his curiosity about it. 

Dangerous things, too, have to 
be put where he can’t get them, 
like shears, knives and pins. 
Often for a dangerous thing you 
can substitute a similar but 
harmless one, such as providing 
later a pair of small blunt scis- 
sors for large pointed shears. 

This same idea of substitu- 
tion can be carried out with 
other things. If you must deny 
a child one thing he wants to 
touch try to give him some- 
thing else that will interest him; 
| he may get into something else 
| that he shouldn’t. , 

But let me encourage you by 
saying this: you will find that 
the baby or near-baby who is 
not a victim of the eternal 
“don’t touch,” will be amenable 
when he has to be denied some- 
thing he wants. It’s the con- 
_ stant “don’t touch” that creates 
| trouble. 
| On the whole, make your 
| campaign one, not of denying 
_ your little child’s sense of touch,

Transit Concern’s ‘Street Cars’ 


When is a trolley not a trolley? 

That question is being considered by the Georgia Public 
Service Commission, following a dispute Tuesday between the 
Atlanta Transit Company and Inter-Urban Bus Line. 

The transit firm, successor to the street car operating firm 
here, is operating on a “street car company application.” This 
application doesn’t require approval of the State Public Service 
Commission to extend its lines. . 

The Transit Company decided to extend its service to the 
Oglethorpe Apartments, beyond Oglethorpe University. 

Inter-Urban Bus Lines has a certificate from the Georgia 
Public Service Commission to provide service in that vicinity. 

Supported by many bus companies, Inter-Urban told the 
Public Service Commission Tuesday that when a street car 
goes outside its city limits it should be required to obtain a 
“certificate of convenience and necessity,” the, same as other 
bus companies do. Otherwise, they claim, a street car line 
— keep extending its line until it connected Atlanta and

“From an industrial point of view 
this area is expanding at a rate in 
excess of* the national average.

Whether grandma or other

By cheat foods I mean refined 
carbohydrates principally — 
white flour, cornstarch, white 
sugar, syrup and the many items 
of food and drink in which 
these are the main ingredients. 
Pop, for instance—each drink of 
the stuff is equivalent to perhaps 
a spoonful of sugar. Breads, 
cakes, crackers, pastries, pud- 
dings—each serving equivalent 
ta a handful of white flour or 
cornstarch.Then there are vari- 
ous ice cream sundaes and sodas, 
chocolate drinks, malted milk 
mixtures galore—all rich in 
calories but poor in essential 
vitamins and minerals. 

A superabundance of calories 
in quickly assimilable sugar or 
starch will quickly satisfy appe- 
tite for a while so that the nam- 
by-pamby youngster will not be 
interested in meat, vegetables, 
fruit or other food that requires 
chewing. 

So the inevitable effect of con- 
stant indulgence in cheat food 
instead of natural food is general 
vitamin and mineral deficiency 
and retarded or faulty develop- 
ment. 

The poverty of cheat foods in 
the B vitamins probably ac- 
counts for most of the functional 
ailments or minor complaints of 
Americans. In childhood, youth, 
and adult life we derjve more 
than half of our daily calories 
from cheat foods.
